Jt is the common feeling 
ainon 


housewives that "'luck" has more to 
do witli jelly making than with al- 
most anything else. 
But there are 


a few fundamental principles un- 
derlying the process of jelly mak- 
ing which, if well understood 
and 


iirefully followed, will make it one 


of relative certainty rather than of 
"luck." 


Good jelly is dependent upon the 


proper, combination of pectin, acid, 
sugar, and flavoring substances. Of 
these the fruit furnishes all but the 
sugar, 
and even this may be sup- 


plied partially, as for instance in 
certain varieties of grapes. 
Pectin 


is the substance contained 
in the I 


tin-containing 
fruits. 
Likewise, 


fruits having1 sufficient 
pectin but 


not enough acid 
may be used for 


jelly making by adding the juice of 
some sour fruit, such as lemons or 
sour apples. 


Since the 
housewife 
does not 


have at hand, ordinarily, the means 
of testing the amount of acid in a. 
particular juice by accurate meth- 
ods, she much rely upon taste. As 
good a rule as can be given is that 
the juice from which jelly is made 
should be as tart as a good sour 
apple. 


Preparing the Juice 


•Wash the fruit, remove steins and 


decayed 
portions, 
and 
cut large 


fruits into small pieces. Do not peel, 
unless citrus Iruits, as lemons or 
oranges are being 
used, 
in which 


case the yellow portion only should 
be removed, leaving the white which 
s riclriu pectin.

Amount of Sugar to Use 


The consistency of jelly prepared 


from fruits having 
sufficient pectin 


and acid is 
dependent 
upon 
the 


amount of sugar used. Too little 
sugar results in a small quantity of 
jeily which is tough and unpleasant- 
ly sour. Too much 
sugar, 
on the 


other hand, gives a larger volume uf 
jelly, but it is 
soft 
and 
wi!l not 


"stand alone." Jelly which is ten- 
der and yet holds its form when ta- 
ken from the glass is what is de- 
sired, and this will be obtained by 
carefully adjusting the amount 
of 


Kiigar to the kind of juice used. Juice 
rich in pectin and having sufficient 
acid will, as a rule, give best results 
if equal measures of sugar and juice 
are used. If the juice is more watery 
a smaller amount of sugar is re- 
quired—three-fourths as much, or 
perhaps less. 


When to Put in the Sugar 


Experiments 
indicate 
that 
the 


best time to add the sugar to thu 
juice is when the boiling process is 
approximately half done. The sugar 
should be hot wheu put 
into 
the 


boiling juice in order that the lat- 
ter may not be cooled too much, and 
a good wny to heat the sugar is to 
spread it on a plate or pan and heat 
in the .oven with the door open, be- 
ing careful that it is not allowed to 
scorch. Skim the juice before add- 
ing the sugar.

NEXT WINTER 


UNCLE SAM. in the Department of Agri- 
culture Farmers' Bulletin No. 128 and 
"Back Yard Poultry Leaflet," highly rec- 
ommends using WATER GLASS EGG 
PRESERVER.

"Water Glass (solution of sodium sili- 


cate) is easy to use and will keep eggs from 
six to ten months and, in some cases, even a 
year. 
Simply add water that has been 


boiled and cooled, 9 parts to Water Glass 1 
part. Mix well and pour this solution m a 
stone jar having the capacity twice the vol- 
ume of the prepared solution and place in 
clean fresh eggs, as obtained, being careful 
not to crack them. Do not wash eggs — it 
injures them. 
The solution should stand 


two inches above the top layer of eggs. 
Keep covered to prevent evaporation, and 
store in a cool place. Should any of the so- 
lution be lost through evaporation, it may 
be replaced by the addition of water that 
has been boiled and cooled. 


NOTES 


Infertile eggs keep best. 
r 
Be sure to use a good heavy grade of Water Glass, it should 


weigh 11 '/2 pounds to the gallon. 


One pint of Water Glass will preserve about 8 dozen eggs. 
Before boiling preserved eggs, prick a tiny hole in the large 


end of the shell with a needle to keep them from cracking. 


A fresh egg, when placed in plain water, will sink to the bot- 


tom and lie horizontal. 


A doubtful egg will stand on end or float. 
A bad egg floats. 
You can save fresh £ggs for winter use for 3 cents a dozen.
